Cohasset  will  be  facing  a 
hefty  warrant  of  76  articles  at 
Town  Meeting  April  7 at  the 
high  school  gymnasium. 

Many  articles  are  routinely 
inserted  each  year,  but  several 
are  expected  to  create  discus- 
sion and  debate.  Over  the 
next  few  weeks  the  Mariner 
will  outline  those  articles. 

There  is  plenty  of  contro- 
versy over  Article  15  which 
requests  S30.000  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Committee  to 
Study  Space  Needs  for  Town 
Offices  for  the  preparation  of 
detailed  plans  and  drawings  in 
connection  with  securing  bids 
for  and  the  renovation  of  the 
Town  Hall.  The  renovation  is 
expected  to  cost  S326.000. 

Article  lb  requests  by  citi- 
zens petition  on  appropriation 
of  $325,000  b>  laxatioi 
borrowing  to  purchs 
building  known  as  th 
fessional  Building  at  76u  c.  niei 
Justice  Cushing  Highway. This 
building  would  be  used  for  a 
now  town  hall  and  requires 
also  an  additional  sunt  of 
money  for  renovations,  reloca- 
tion costs,  furniture,  furnish- 
ings and  equipment.  Expect 
controversy  over  this  one.  too. 

If  the  townspeople  approve 
of  Article  19.  the  Town  will 
have  a chance  to  use  the 


$15,000  held  for  its  use  on 
harbor  maintenance  by  the 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  — 
in  conjunction  with  $36,000 
appropriated  for  the  removal 
of  rocks  in  the  harbor. 

Long  range  planning  for  the 
harbor  is  requested  in  Article 
20  by  appropriating  $5,000  for 
Cohasset's  share  in  a Coastal 
Zone  Management  project. 

Further  maintenance 
around  the  peripheries  of  the 
harbor  were  requested  by 
Harbormaster  Harry  Ritter  in 
Article  21  to  rehabilitate  those 
seawalls  by  sandblasting, 
chinking  and  guniting.  The 
front  and  side  of  the  Sailing 
Club  wall:  the  wall  to  the  left 
of  Government  Island  Pier  to 
the  Mill  River  bridge;  the  wall 


along  Border  Street  from 
Veterans'  Memorial  Park  to 
and  including  the  three  walls 
at  Lawrence  wharf;  and  a 
section  of  wall  on  Margin 
Street  require  repairs  at  a cost 
of  $15,000. 


Ritter  also  requests  in  Arti- 
cle 22  a $20,000  appropriation 
for  a municipal  water  way 
improvement  and  mainten- 
ance fund. 

The  Fire  Station  Study  Com- 
mittee submitted  Article  24 
and  they  request  the  Town  to 
appropriate  money  to  con- 
struct, equip  and  furnish  a 
new  sub  fire  station,  to  be 
located  on  the  northeasterly 
side  of  Chief  Justice  Cushing 
Highway.
